New York, August — , 1871. 

Sir, — The Mayor having suggested, in his messages to 
the Boards of Supervisors and Aldermen, dated August 
i6th, and transmitted on the 23d inst., that it would be well 
for a non-partisan Committee of tax-payers to be associated 
with the Committees appointed by the Boards to examine 
the public accounts, the undersigned respectfully invite you 
to act in that capacity with the Committees which they 
have appointed. The gross attacks of a partisan journal 
upon the credit of the City should be answered by a full 
report of a Committee of citizens in whom the community 
have the. greatest confidence, as the good name of our City, 
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its prosperity, and every interest dear to its people, must 
suffer from libels so gross and attacks so false and exagger- 
ated. A full statement of the debt of the City and County^ 
and the condition of the Sinking Fund, have been officially 
published on three separate occasions within the last two 
months ; but their accuracy having been impeached, it is 
due alike to the tax-payers and bondholders that this im« 
portant question should be settled beyond dispute or doubt. 
In order to reach this important end, your co-operation 
is solicited, and you are cordially invited to make a thor- 
ough and exhaustive examination of all the public accounts, 
with the aid of experts under your immediate supervision, 
and give the result of your investigations to the people of 
the City and State, in conjunction with ourselves.

To the Chairman of ike Joint Committee of the Boards of 
Supervisors and Aldermen and of the Citizens for Exam- 
ining the Public Accounts : 

SiR,^ — The undersigned Special Committee, appointed by 
the above General Committee to investigate the accounts 
of the City and County debt and the Sinking Fund, beg 
leave to report — ' 

That they have thoroughly examined the debt accounts 
of the City in the books kept by the General City Book- 
keeper, the County Book-keeper, and the Stock and Bond 
Clerk. 

They have also compared the totals from these books 
with the dividend or interest book, made use of by the 
Chamberlain for paying the interest on all the City and 
County indebtedness. 

They have also examined, one by one, all the stocks and 
bonds held by the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund, 
and they are satisfied that the following statement made 
from the books, which they have no reason to suppose not 
to be correct, contains an accurate account of all the stocks 
and bonds of the City, in existence, up to yesterday after- 
noon, to wit :

The preceding tabular statement shows the speed with 
which our City debt is accumulating; the figures are too 
expressive to require comment. 

No one can tell the amount of claims in the Board of 
Public Works and in other departments, or the sum of those 
in the Comptroller's office ; some of them just, others calling^ 
for the most rigid scrutiny ; if the latter are presented, they^ 
should be fought out in the Courts. 

The Comptroller has borrowed since the ist of January^ 
on permanent and temporary loans, about $26,000,000. Of 
this sum there was cash balance in the Chamberlain's office 
on the 14th of September $2,564,306 90. The City taxes to 
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come in during the last quarter amount to about $23,000,000^ 
But this has been, to a great extent, anticipated by loans 
maturing within four months ; hence there is no provision 
for arrears or the expenses of the coming quarter. 

The Comptroller has sold $15,000,000 of Six per cent. 
Gold Bonds, payable in 1901, the proceeds of which, by 
statute, should " be used to pay ofi" and cancel any bonds or 
stock of said City falling due in the year 1871,'* or " in ex- 
change for the City stock or bonds." About $5,000,000 of 
these bonds are still to be delivered and paid for at 4J per 
cent, premium. 

It is desirable to have statements at once from the various 
departments, showing the public works in progress, and the 
contracts now existing, with estimated outlays, and the 
periods at which such outlays are payable. 

Every citizen will desire that the bona fide debts be paid^ 
and the credit of the City maintained. But every citizen 
should be informed that the public works now in progress 
call daily for large sums of moneys. To supply these sums 
the debt of the City will be daily increased until these 
works are completed, or the prosecution of them sus- 
pended. 

We are wholly unadvised, and have no means of knowing 
at what rate these expenses are accumulating, and what 
debts the Departments are contracting. We have, how- 
ever, the experience of the last quarter of last year, during 
which the tax levies for the year were paid into the City 
Treasury, part of the Floating Debt was converted into per- 
manent debt. The total debt increased in those three months 
(from 5th October to 31st December) about $2,500,000. 

The City has to-day a Floating Debt of more than $25,000,- 
000, short acceptances falling due from week to week, be- 
tween the 15th of October and the 15th of January. These 
bills payable bear the trade mark of " City Revenue Bonds,"" 
" County Revenue Bonds," &c. But no banker recognizes 
a short bill maturing within the year as a bond. 
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The great evil in this City Corporation Finance is, the 
Floating Debt Through this the tax levy has disappeared 
again, as it did last year, in advance of its collection. 

The Act authorizing the issue of consolidated bonds, os- 
tensibly to convert all the numerous classes of City and 
County debts into bonds of uniform character, is the lever 
through which the agents of the City proposed to fund the 
Floating Debt this year ; issuing, in the first instance, their 
four or six months bills payable, calling this paper " Revenue 
Bonds," and finding authority, possibly, in the letter of the 
Statute to fund the Floating Debt.

To the Chairman of the Joint Committee of the Boards of 
Supervisors and Aldermen appointed to Investigate the 
Public Accounts of the City and County of New York: 

The Committee of Tax-paying Citizens, who were ap- 
pointed to make a thorough and exhaustive examination of 
the public accounts, with the aid of experts under their 
immediate supervision, and give the result of their investi- 
gations to the people of the City and State, respectfully 

Report : 

That, concurring in the appeal addressed to them " that 
the good name of our City, its prosperity, and every interest 
dear to its people must suffer from libels so gross, and 
attacks so false and exaggerated,** they at once addressed 
themselves earnestly to the work which was assigned them, 
and have heretofore prepared a statement of the debt of the 
City and County, and the condition of the Sinking Fund, 
taken from the books in the Comptroller's office, which they 
belteve to be perfectly accurate, which statement has already 
been published. 

Pursuing their investigations into the details of the ac- 
counts, and of the bills which have been paid by the Comp- 
troUer during the past two and a half years, your Committee 
£nd that immense sums have been paid for services which 
have not been performed, for materials which have not been 
furnished, and to employees who are unknown in the offices 
from which they draw their salaries. Also that parties 
having just claims upon the City failing to obtain payment 
therefor, have assigned their claims to persons officially or 
otherwise connected with different departments, who have 
in many instances fraudulently increased their amounts, and

drawn fourfold the money actually due from the City. Thus 
it appears in the accounts that hundreds of thousands of 
dollars have been paid to private parties, who positively 
deny the receipt of the money, or any knowledge whatever 
of the false bills representing the large sums paid to them. 
These investigations compel the belief, that not only the 
most reckless extravagance, but frauds and peculations 
of the grossest character have been practiced in several of 
the Departments, and that these must have been committed 
in many instances with the knowledge and co-operation of 
those appointed, and whose sworn duty it was, and is, to 
guard and protect the public interests. 

Your Committee, composed of merchants and business 
men, have had little experience in public or political affairs,, 
but in the management of extensive business and monetary 
institutions and interests they have had large experience. 
The practical test which they are led to apply to the ex- 
penses of carrying on the machinery and operations of the 
Municipal government is simply this : How do such ex- 
penses compare with those of other corporations ? 

Your Committee do not hesitate to assert that there is 
not a railway or manufacturing company in the United 
States (and there are Several such which could be named) 
whose annual receipts and disbursements nearly approxi- 
mate those of the City and County of New York — whose 
expenses for receiving and disbursing money, auditing, re- 
cording and keeping accounts, including the services of 
officers, clerks, messengers and others, amount to one-tenth 
of those incurred in the administration of our City Govern-^ 
ment for those purposes during the last two or three years.. 

This extravagant waste of money explains, in a great 
measure, the alarming increase of the City debt, which has. 
latterly doubled every two years. It was $36,000,000 oa 
the I St of January, 1869, and $73,000,000 on the ist of Jan- 
uary, 1 87 1. It was $48,000,000 on the ist of January, 1870^ 
and $97,287,525 03 on the 14th of September, 1871, and your 
Committee greatly fear that the accumulation of this debt 
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will swell the amount to $120,000,000 within the ensuing 
year. 

The process by which this debt has been, and is still ac- 
<:umulating, appears to be that an interest-bearing certificate, 
called a Revenue Bond, is issued, to be canceled by the 
incoming taxes of the current year. Thus nearly, or quite 
every dollar of the annual General Tax Levy is hypothe- 
cated to provide funds for carrying on the Government in 
anticipation of receipts from that source. The expenses 
being largely in excess of the taxes, the result is that most 
of the Revenue Bonds are consolidated into the permanent 
debt, while the money borrowed upon them has been so 
vsrastefuUy expended, that it might, with about as much 
propriety or benefit to the public, be thrown from the win- 
dows of the City Hall, to be caught up by the crowds 
below. 

The Committee feel it to be their duty to bring forward 
at this stage of their investigations several cases which have 
already arrested their attention — ^flagrant enough, in their 
opinion, to warrant the language they have used, and to 
which they earnestly beg the attention of the City authori- 
ties, and invoke the immediate exercise of their official 
power to prosecute the guilty, and endeavor to recover the 
money. 

Statements specifying some of these cases are presented 
herewith. 

Your Committee would respectfully suggest that a copy 
of this report and of the accompanying papers be trans- 
mitted to His Honor the Mayor, since upon him, more than 
upon any official, devolves the responsibility of arresting 
these terrible evils, and checking the audacious and shame- 
ful robberies which make the name of our City a by-word 
and a reproach. ' It is believed to be in his power to cause 
the discharge of the army of supemumary employees, to 
institute a thorough and honest audit of every account, and 
to reclaim and restore to the Public Treasury some of the 
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millions which have been stolen, and thus re-establish the 
credit of our City Government. 

Your Committee feel, that in order to prosecute and suc- 
cessfully complete the work which they have undertaken 
at your request, it is essential that the representatives of 
the Board of Supervisors or of the Board of Aldermen^ 
with whom they are now acting, should be clothed with the 
additional power heretofore requested, the same to be exer- 
cised as shall be conclusively shown to be necessary for the 
attainment of the object in view, and while awaiting the 
necessary action for that purpose, their labors must be: 
partially suspended. 

Your Committee would especially commend to your at-^ 
tention the following extract from the report of the Sub-^ 
Committee on Armories and Drill Rooms, which is presented 
herewith : 

" From the above statement it will be seen that, in the 
opinion of the experts employed by your Committee, the 
total amount of expenditures for all purposes covered by 
the vouchers and accounts, which have been submitted to* 
your Committee, is $192,463, an estimate which, in the 
opinion of your Committee, is as fair and just as is. possible 
to obtain with such data. 

" The total amount expended for the purposes, as shown 
by the books and vouchers submitted, is three million two* 
hundred twenty-one thousand eight hundred and sixty-five 
dollars and sixty-two cents ($3,221,865 62)." 

And also the following from the report of the Sub-Com- 
mittee to examine the payments to Messrs. G. L. Schuyler & 
Co., herewith submitted : 

" Your Committee beg to add, that in view of facts herein 
given, and from such information as they have been able to 
obtain, they are led to the conviction that $463,039 27 was 
paid for about $48,000 worth of lumber, and that a large: 
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part, if not the whole, of the over payment was received by 
one Robert Winthrop." 

Deeply sensible of the gravity of the duty to which they 
have been called, and fully alive to the importance of a 
calm, dispassionate performance of it, your Committee have 
earnestly devoted themselves to the task imposed on them 
by the acceptance of the trust, and have faithfully en- 
deavored to arrive at results which should either disprove 
the charges or establish them. 

It would have given us the greatest satisfaction to have 
been able to come to different conclusions than those ex-- 
pressed in this report. With the origin of the charges 
against the City Government, or the purposes with which 
they have been made, we have no concern or interest what- 
ever. Not partisans ourselves— -differing even in our politi- 
cal views amongst ourselves — we have faithfully endeavored 
to supply the facts without regard to parties or politics, and 
sincerely trust that the result may be an honest and faithful 
administration of our City Government.

Sib — ^Tour Oommittee beg to report that on the 27th 
ultimo they called upon Messrs. G. L. Schuyler & Co., in order 
to procure duplicate bills or vouchers for the lumber said to 
have been furnished the city by that firm, and for which there 
appears by the city accounts to have been paid to them from 
April 9th to June 21st, 1870, the total sum of $463,039^. 
We saw Mr. Garret L. Schuyler, the principal of the firm, and 
stated the object of our visit. 

In reply Mr. Schuyler stated that his former partner, Mr. 
James E. Miller, had at that time the charge of those accounts, 
and likewise of the collection of the bills, but that he, Schuyler, 
had no means of ascertaining the amount of said bills or the 
amount paid to Mr. Miller by the city, but that he knew that 
only about $48,000 was returned to the firm for the lumber 
delivered ; also, that lumber to that extent of value was de- 
livered, and no more. He said he could show us on his ledger 
the amount of money received, together with the dates and the 
quantity of lumber delivered. Upon our requesting Mr. Schuy- 
ler to show us such accounts, he refused. 

On inquiring where Mr. Miller could be found, Mr. Schuyler 
replied that he had not the remotest idea, and that he had not 
seen Miller for six months* 

We asked Mr. Schuyler to meet us on the following morning 
at 10^ ■ o'clock, at the New Court House, for the purpose of 
getting his acknowledgment to the genuineness of the indorse- 
ments on the warrants for the $463,039^^. This he likewise 
declined doing. Our interview with Mr. Schuyler proved con- 
clusively his unwilliugness to give any further testimony re- 
garding these particular transactions. 
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We, therefore, the next morning, called upon Deputy Comp- 
troller Green, requesting him to show us the Schuyler war- 
rants, which request Mr. Green immediately complied with 
There were four warrants, all drawn upon the Broadway Bank, 
amounting to a total of $463,039^^. One was dat>ed April 9, 
1870, for $77,51»,2y^, to order of G. L. Schuyler & Co., or Robt. 
Winthrop, assignee. This warrant claims to be for material 
furnished from July 6th to August 22d, 1868. 

Another was dated April 9, 1870, drawn for $60,212t^ to 
same order, for material furnished from August 24th to Sep- 
tember 17th, 1868. 

Another was dated May 24, 1870, and drawn for $163,2183^^5^ 
to order G. L. Schuyler, Robert Winthrop, assignee, for ma- 
terial to May 11th, 1869. 

In all of the three warrants above named the words " Robt. 
Winthrop, assignee," were evidently written in an entirely 
different hand from the filling up of the warrants. 

The fourth warrant was dated June 21st, 1870, and drawn 
for $162,089^V ^ «>rder of G. L. Schuyler. 

The first three warrants were indorsed Robt. Winthrop, 
assignee ; the fourth was indorsed G. L. Schuyler, per Robt. 
Winthrop, attorney. 

On the morning of September 29 we called at the Broadway 
Bank, and saw the president, Mr. Palmer, and inquired upon 
what authority and in what manner his bank had paid the 
warrant for $162,089^V drawn to the order of G. L. Schuyler 
and indorsed by Robt. Winthrop, attorney. Upon looking 
over the books, and consulting his paying teller, he reported 
that, upon its first presentation for payment, it was refused, 
they not knowing the indorsement; that it was presented a 
second time, when Mr. Watson, the late auditor, identified the 
party presenting the warrant, saying it was all right, and that 
he had the proper papers in his office ; it was then paid in bank 
bills over the counter. 
3 
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Your committeo then inquired at the Comptroller's Depart- 
ment whether that department held any assignments from 
Schuyler to Winthrop. On referring to the books such powers 
were fotuid, and two assignments handed us — one under date 
of April 11th, 1870, and the other dated April 14, 1870. The 
first was filled out in the name of G. L. Schuyler (individually), 
in which he assigned to Bobt.. Winthrop all his right, title and 
interest in bills for lumber furnished the Street Department 
for 1869 —being balance due for the year 1869 — signed G. L. 
Schuyler & Co. Witness, Wm. H. Cooke. 

The second was from G. L. Schuyler to Bobt. Winthrop, as- 
signing all his right, title, &c., in bills rendered for material 
furnished during the years 1869 and 1870, signed G. L. Schuy- 
ler. Witness, Peter Morris. 

We have since been informed that Bobt. Winthrop was a 
clerk in the Auditor's Department. 

Tour Committee would further report that, from information 
received from Wm. H. Wiggins, now book-keeper in the office 
of the Auditor of City Accounts, it appears that the vouchers 
upon which these amounts were doubtless obtained have been 
abstracted ; that they were originally presented to the Auditor's 
office by James Watson — each havinor a certificate of its cor- 
rectness signed by Wm. M. Tweed, Deputy Street Commis- 
sioner, or Commissioner of Public Works. The form of such 
certificate given by Wm. M. Tweed, in respect to all such biliS 
from the Street Department, is substantially as follows— the 
amounts being charged in the city account to *' Adjusted 
Claims," to wit : 

" I hereby certify that the within bill is correct, in accord- 
ance with the records of the late Street Department. 

'* (Signed) Wm. M. Tweed, 

" Commr. Public Works.^* 

With the exception of the certificate above named, the Com- 
mittee are without any knowledge as to the other signatures (if 
any) on the bills. 
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Mr. Wiggins also states that, in pursuance of instructions, he 
usually filed and attached all such claims to the blank forms 
used for all such accounts against the city, and also that he fills 
up a printed blank for the Comptroller's order on the Auditor 
of Accounts, setting forth that he — the Comptroller — ^had ad- 
justed and allowed the claim, and instructing the Auditor to 
prepare a warrant for the amoimt and charge the same to the 
account of '' Adjusted Claims."

^ REPORT OF SUB-COMMITTEE ON ARMORIES 
AND DRILL ROOMS. 



To the Joint Committee of Supervisors^ Aldermen and Citizens: 

Gentlemen: 

Your Special Committee, app)ointed to examine and 
report upon the expenditure oi the County Government 
upon the Armories and Drill Rooms, beg leave to report 
as follows: 

Owing to the absence of vouchers, and the incomplete 
and irregular method in which the accounts of the parties 
to whom moneys have been paid on this account have been 
presented, we have been unable to ascertain the amount of 
labor performed upon, or materials furnished to any one of 
the various armories and drill rooms of the city, and have 
been obliged to take the gross amounts expended, as shown 
• by the books of the Comptroller, and compare the cost of 
the work actually done upon all the armories and drill 
rooms with these gross amounts, in order to arrive at any 
discrepencies which might exisL 

Such vouchers as have been handed to us for our in- 
spection, upon our requisition upon the Comptroller, we 
find to be very incomplete — wanting in every essential as 
to form and statement of particulars that can constitute a 
check upon fraud, or which would aid in such an examina- 
tion and investigation as we have proposed. 

In every case we have seen the vouchers held by the 
county are wanting in the usual certification, nor are they 
sworn to as correct, but bear upon their face the signature 
alone of the party to whom the amount is alleged to have 
been paid. The only signature of any county officer is 
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that of the Auditor of the County upon the back of the 
voucher, under the date of the Resolution of the Board of 
Supervisors authorizing the payment. , 

The vouchers which represent payments under appro- 
priations by the Board of Apportionment are endorsed 
across their faces : 

" Copy. J. B, Young, Clerk/' 

and are but copies, including signatures to receipts, of the 
original bills, which are stated to be in the ]>ossession of 
the Clerk of the Board of Supervisors, 

Except in the one instance — bill of Keyser & Co., dated 
Nov* 9, 1869, for $35, 959 87, for articles furnished — ^is there 
any attempt to specify the work done on any specified 
armory or drill room upon which the amounts are ex« 
pended ; but in neariy all cases from four to six armories 
are included in one bill, with the work done and the fur- 
niture and materials furnished upon all expressed in most 
general and sweeping terms. Each are counterpart of the 
other as to general wording and form, varying only in 
amounts. 

We give on the following pages an exact copy of one 
of the vouchers, which is a fair sample of all that we have 
seen.

quirements of Law and the Ordinances of the 
Board of Superrisora. 
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From such data it will be readily perceived that it has 
been impossible for your Committee to follow any particu- 
lar item of expenditure, as shown by the vouchers, and 
compare it with the work or material actually done, or fur- 
ished on any particular armory. 

The only course which has been open to your Committee 
has been to inspect carefully every armory and drill room 
leased or used by the city during the period covered by 
these expenditures ; and with the assistance of experts in 
the several branches of work alleged to have been per- 
formed, to arrive at a liberal estimate of all possible repairs, 
alterations, furniture and materials supplied, and compare 
the amounts thus arrived at with the expenditures as shown 
by the Comptroller's books and vouchers. 

This inspection has been made, and the reports of the 
several experts are hereto attached as a part of this report, 
but are herein condensed for more ready reference. 
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To the armory known as Tammany Hall, occupied by 
the 6th regiment, also lofts 47th street and 7th avenue, and 
53 Christie street, as we were unable to gain admission, are, 
therefore, unable state what expenditures, if any, have been 
made by the city upon them. 

From the above statement it will be seen that, in the 
opinion of the experts employed by your Committee, the 
total amount of expenditures for all purposes covered by 
the vouchers and accounts which have been submitted to 
your Committee, is $202,463^^^^, — an estimate, in the opinion 
of your Committee, which is as fair and just as is possible 
to obtain with such data. 

The total amount expended for the purposes, as shown 
by the books and vouchers submitted, is three millions two 
hundred and twenty-one thousand eight hundred sixty-five 
dollars and sixty-two cents ($3,221,8653%). With every 
allowance for omissions for low estimates, and for the wear 
and tear upon the armories and their equipments from use, 
it cannot fail to be seen that the difference between the 
amounts expended by the city and the value received there- 
for, amount to a sum which can only be account for by a 
presumption of fraud, and carelessness which amounts to 
fraud, on the part of every county official who has assented 
or been party to these payments. In every instance where 
there was a possibility of a doubt or any contrariety of 
opinion as to work done, or amount of furniture or material 
furnished, the experts employed were instructed to give 
the county the benefit of any possible or alleged expendi- 
ture. We have consulted some of the officers of regiments, 
the janitors and armorers of the buildings, and have re- 
ceived in nearly all cases their hearty co-operation and as- 
sistance in our investigations, taking care to allow for any 
seeming discrepancies, and always in favor of alleged credits 
to the county. 

The examinations of your Committee have been con- 
ducted with care and measurements. Chairs, desks, racks, 
benches, gas-fixtures have been counted, and floors mea- 
sured, and each item of work, as divided, has received the 
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careful examination of professional men in the several de- 
partments that make up the equipment, furnishing and 
alterations or repairs to buildings. In some instances, as 
in the case of the Seventh and Twenty-second Regiments, 
much of the expenses of the equipment of the armories 
has been borne by the companies and officers of the regi- 
ments occupying the buildings. 

, Your Committee deem it their duty to state, that a 
careful comparison of the signatures of some of the vouchers 
exhibited, with the indorsements on the warrants issued in 
fav^r of the makers of the vouchers, induce them to believe 
that in some particular instances the amounts were paid to 
others than the parties receipting the vouchers — the in- 
dorsements on the warrants and the receipts attached to 
the vouchers being sufficienty dissimilar in handwriting to 
lead to that belief. 

Your Committee has faithfully endeavored to obtain from 
the parties to whom these payments have been made dupli- 
cate bills or specification of their accounts, which have been 
paid. 

Mr. A. J. Garvey, to whom has been paid the sum of 
$873,525 21, your Committee has been unable to find at bis 
place of business, or elsewhere. 

Mr. IngersoU, also a receiver of large amounts, we have 
also been unable to meet ; but we are informed by Mr. 
Watson, of IngersoU, Watson & Co., that he (IngersoU) was 
junior partner of that firm, and made their office his head- 
quarters, but that he (Watson) knew nothing about his 
(Ingersoirs) connection with the city or county affairs. 
Your Committee succeeded in finding Mr. Keyser, also a 
recipient of large amounts from the county, but he re- 
fused to give any information in regard to the subject of 
our inquiry. 

UpK)n an examination of the regular book accounts oi 
the county, they appear perfectly correct — the amounts 
apportioned to armories and drill rooms by the Board of 
Apportionment being evenly balance by the expenditures. 
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The amounts paid in excess of these apportionments being 
for liabilities against the County of New York, supposed 
to have been incurred previous to the passage of the Act 
of 1870, and which are audited and paid under the act of 
that year, chapter 382, sec. 4, by which the Mayor, Comp- 
troller and the then President of the Board of Supervisors 
are made the auditors of all such liabilities. These latter 
items are recorded in the book of " County Disbursements** 
under the head of " County Liabilities," and are paid from 
the proceeds of revenue bonds payable during the present 
year. Of the total amount of such revenue bonds so is- 
sued, $1,239,053 67 was used in payment of claims on ac- 
count of the armories and drill rooms.

Making a grand total expended for armories and drill 
rooms for the years of 1869 and 1870, and to the ist of Sep- 
tember, 1 871, of three millions seven hundred ninety-one 
thousand five hundred ninety-four dollars and ninety cents 
($3,79i>S94 90). 
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The Committee consider the rents paid for armories in 
many instances as very excessive. The subject is now un- 
der investigation by an expert in such matters, and the 
Committee hope to report in detail on this point within a 
short time. 

The Committee find monthly payments of $150 to an 
individual named on the books as '* Inspector of Armories/' 
yet, after diligent search, have they been unable to find him, 
and they learn that he is seldom seen at the armories. 

The pay of the armorers ($2 per day) your Committee 
deem as lower than that of any other class of county em- 
ployees they have met with, and they also find a general 
complaint of great tardiness in the payment of these 
wages. 

In concluding our report upon the matter submitted to 
us, we should fail in our duty if we did not place upon re- 
cord the fact that from the Comptroller's office we have 
ever received prompt attention and precise compliance 
with our requisitions for papers and documents which it 
has been able to afford. The experts in the several depart- 
ments upon whom we have called for assistance have 
readily accorded it, and we have the utmost confidence in 
their capacity to judge, and in the entire honesty and dis- 
interestedness of their conclusions. These have been veri- 
fied by our personal supervision, and we submit them in 
confidence as a part of this, our report.

Sir — The magnitude of the work devolved upon your Com- 
mittee, compared with the means at our disposal for performing 
it, has prevented us from presenting a full Report.* 

Though we have been treated with great courtesy by the 
gentlemen of various Departments, and our requests for in- 
formation have either been at once acceded to or there has been 
given us some apparently good reason for a non-compliance 
with them, we have met other difficulties not readily overcome. 

Besides the Pay RoUs in the Department of Parks, the Police, 
the Docks, the Fire Department, the Board of Public Instruc- 
tion, and in the Coimty branch of the Comptroller's Depart- 
ment, there are about fifty different Pay Itolls in the City 
branch of that Department. We have not found them in books 
by themselves, but they are entered among the accounts of the 
other disbursements. 

Tou having decided that there were reasons which rendered 
it very important that very full and accurate extracts as to 
the Armories, Court House, Printing, Stationery, &c., should be 
made as speedily as possible from these books, during the Umit- 
ed times when they could be spared from the Comptroller's 
office, we felt that to obtain the details we required as to the 
Pay Bolls would materially delay the accomplishment of your 
object, and perhaps prevent your acquiring most desirable in- 
formation upon matters in which the public felt an especial 
interest. 

The accompanying statement, marked " A," may aid in ex- 
plaining the ground we would have been obliged to cover to get 
these details.

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As the result of our inrestigation to the present time, we 
regret to say that we think more money is expended in the Pay 
Bolls than the proper requirements of the various Departments 
of the City and County demand. 

In some instances they have doubled or trebled within the 
past five years. The salaries of the Judiciary and the em- 
ployees, which in the year 1869 were $565,277 41, in 1870 were 
$949,837 15, and though in this case a considerable portion of 
the increase is due to the fact that our Judges formerly received 
a compensation inadequate to the talent and services required, 
we do not think it right that in these Courts many persons 
should be placed on the Pay Bolls as officers and attendants 
beyond a most liberal estimate for the number that would be 
necessary. For instance, we find that in the five County Courts 
60 per cent, more of officers and attendants are under pay than 
are required, and that in this one item an utterly needless ex- 
pense of over $90,000 per annum is thus incurred. 

Perhaps in the Judiciary this arises in some measure &om 
the system of appointment. This power, instead of lying as for- 
merly with the Judges of the Courts, who ought best to know 
what officers are needed in them, now rests elsewhere. 

A statement of amounts of some of the various pay rolls is 
appended, marked "B," taken partly from the books and rolls 
in various offices, and partly from the printed reports. 

We are happy to see that a method is now being adopted by 
the Comptroller's Department, which, with their large and 
effective force, and thorough acquaintance with the subject, will 
much sooner place the public in possession of the facts so 
earnestly desired, than it would be possible for us to give to 
them without great delay.

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REPORT OF SUB-COMMITTEE ON COURT 
HOUSE. 

The Sub-Committe to whom was intrusted the examina- 
tion into the cost of the New County Court House, beg leave 
to report as follows. The charges, as they appear on the 
books of the Comptroller, extend from 1861 to the 7th of July 
of the present year, and are under the following heads, viz. :

The detailed statement of these charges under their sev- 
eral heads, and of the manner in which the money was 
raised, are appended to this report, and also a classification 
of these charges. 

Your Committee would ask you to notice that the amount, 
$8,134,703 19, which we report as the cost of the new County 
Court House, is composed of charges taken from the several 
above-mentioned accounts in which the items designate the 
new County Court-house as the object of the expenditure, 
but, in the opinion of your Committee, the sum by no means 
covers the cost of the Court House and its furnishing, for we 
find on the books of the Comptroller two accounts headed 
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" Adjusted claims" and " County liabilities," in which 
appear a large number of charges for work done in, and 
furnished for, County Courts and offices, amounting in the 
aggregate to $5,282,229 10. And after diligent inquiry we 
further find that many, if not most, of the County Courts 
and offices are in the new County Court house, so that the 
sum already mentioned as the cost of the Court-house, 
$8,134,703 19, we have to add a considerable portion of the 
expenditures charged to " Adjusted claims" and " County 
liabilities," say three or four millions of the $5,282,229 10, 
making the total cost some eleven or twelve millions dollars 
to date. 

Your Committee regret that they are unable to fix more 
definitely the portion of this $5,282,229 10 belonging to the 
cost of the Court House, but owing to the loss of the vouch- 
ers on which these large sums were paid, and our inability 
to find the parties to whom the warrants were issued, and 
the refusal of one party whom we did find, Mr. Davidson, 
to give any information or to answer any questions, we have 
had to exercise our judgment* in determining the division of 
this sum of $5,282,229 10 between the County Courts and 
offices in the new County Court House, and in the old Court 
house and City Hall. 

We append to this report a detailed statement of these 
charges. 

We can cbtain no information of the amount of the unpaid 
or unadjusted claims now existing against the County for 
work done on or in the Court House. 

We here note the following ;

We have examined some portions of the work upon and 
furnishing of the Court House, and have, with the help of 
competent experts, endeavored to form some estimates of 
the value received by the County for the money so liberally 
expended, and with the following results. 

It is but due to the gentlemen whose aid we solicited to 
these examinations, to state, that they have performed the 
duties assigned to them, patiently and carefully, and that 
they have endeavored, in reaching their several conclusions, 
to act in all fairness and equity, and your Committee does 
not hesitate to adopt and embody their reports as a part of 
its own.

On this work we have had no estimates made, as the ex- 
amination could not be satisfactory without the attendance 
of the contractors. 

In pursuance of their duties, your Committee has ex- 
amined some of the vouchers and warrants of the parties 
here mentioned. Most of the vouchers are missing ; those 
we have seen were of early date, but those of 1869 and 1870, 
covering the heaviest of the payments, were not to be found. 
The warrants were all shown us, with the exception of two 
or three which are lost or mislaid. 

The indorsements on the warrants or the order to which 
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they are drawn, are various and irregular, and do not appear 
to be written by the parties in whose favor they are made, 
nor do they seem to have been collected through the or- 
dinary channel of collection — the Clearing House — but have 
apparently been paid at the counter of the Broadway Bank. 

We would mention particularly the warrants drawn to 
the order of J. A. Smith. The indorsements on these war- 
rants are so different, our conclusions are clear that ten dif- 
ferent persons wrote them.

ADVERTISING, PRINTING, STATION- 

ERY, &c., TO THE JOINT COM- 

MITTEE OF SUPERVISORS, 

ALDERMEN AND CITIZENS. 

To the Joint Committee of Supervisors ^ Aldermen and Citizens: 

Gentlemen, — Your Committee on Stationery, Blank 
Books, Printing and Advertising, beg leave to report : 

Owing to the fact that many of the vouchers representing 
the payments of these accounts are missing, and the major- 
ity of those submitted for our examination are made out 
in a very general way — they rarely specifying the bureau, 
office or court to which the supplies are supposed to have 
been furnished, neither are they sworn to, and in many cases 
are unaccompanied by any certificate or acknowledgment 
of any official charged with the duty of receiving them ;— 
for these reasons, together with the fact that the supplies 
are supposed to have been furnished from one to three 
years back, and consequently are now nearly all consumed, 
the entire impossibility of your Committee with its limited 
powers, being able to give these accounts the thorough ex- 1 
amination desired, will be readily perceived. 1 

Your Committee engaged the services of Mr. W. H. Ar- 
thur, formerly City and County stationer, he being more or 
less familiar with the stationery, blank books and printing 
required in the different departments, who, after a long and 
careful examination of many of the vouchers, reports : That, 
assuming the stationery and blank books furnished to have 
been of the very best quality, the average prices paid wer< 
fully fifty per cent, in excess of the then, and present valufi 
of the work and goods. 
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Your Committee have classified the items taken from va- 
rious City accounts, under four heads — to wit : " Advertis- 
ing," ** Printing," " Stationery, Law and Blank Books," 
and " Stationery and Printing." In the County accounts 
they omit the heading " Stationery and Printing," and con- 
fine themselves to the three remaining heads given. 

Your Commitee were unable to examine each individual 
voucher ; the heading, or classifications are, therefore, 
quite general in character, and may not in all cases be as 
accurate as a thorough investigation* of the items in each 
voucher would afford. 

The statements of expenditures given herewith do not in- 
clude those of various departments, such as " Police," 
" Health," " Fire," " Docks," " Parks," " Charities and Cor- 
rections," and " Board of Education," the Comptroller's 
books showing no detail of the expenditures of any of these 
organizations. 

The following statement shows the amount paid to each 
newspaper, for each of the three years mentioned therein :

And it now appears that the City has spent, 
in the years 1869 and 1870, for the same pur- 
poses, as shown above $2,654,259 83 

And the County has spent during the same 
period, and for like purposes $2,605,093 94 

Making a total for two years by City and 

County $5,259,353 77 

or nearly eleven times more in 1869 and 1870 than in 1859 
and i860; while for the County alone the increase has 
been nearly thirty-seven hundred per cent. 

Of the expenses incurred by the County $182,468 22 
have been approved by the present Board of Supervisors, 
$173,800 22 of which was for bills of .sixty-nine newspapers 
for advertising, approved by the Board, 19th September, 
1870. 

Your Committee, through a person delegated by the 
Chairman of the Citizens* Committee, have waited upon 
Messrs. T. W. Roe & Co., and Messrs. W. C. Rogers & Co. 
Messrs. Roe & Co and Rogers & Co. at first consented to 
give the information desired, to wit: a statement of the 
amount of money received from the City and County during 
the time covered by this report, but at subsequent inter- 
views they both declined to give any information, the for- 
mer stating that " they had given goods for the full amount 
of the money they had received, and had paid no percent- 
age, or gift, to any person for their assistance in obtaining 
payment of the same." Messrs. W. C. Rogers & Co. gave 
as grounds for their declining to furnish any information, 
the fact that they had taken counsel upon the matter, and 
as they still held large claims unpaid, it would not be poli- 
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cy for them to voluntarily make any statements ; but that if 
legally called upon they would cheerfully do so. Mr. Jar- 
vis Jones, the partner of W. C. Rogers, stated that there 
was now due to them from the City and County about one 
million dollars !

ADDITIONAL REPORT OF SUB-COMMITTEE 
ON PAY ROLLS AND SALARIES. 

W. A. Booth, Esq., Chairman, 

Sir, — Your Committee would further report * that they 
have taken up the subject of pay rolls in only two additional 
departments, not thinking it necessary to examine any 
more, as these show a degree of waste and extravagance 
quite unprecedented. 

The pay roll of janitors, watchmen and cleaners of Court 
rooms reveals the following facts : There are sixty-five per- 
sons paid $46,464 per annum. Of these, from one to five 
women are paid at the rate of $52 each per month to 
clean each room ; or from $624 to $3,000 per annum is re- 
quired to keep each room cleaned. 

The Board of Supervisors, which meets on an average 
twelve times per annum, pays for their meetings $2 1,300 per 
annum to employes. 

The Bureau of Finance for County affairs pays $37,200 
clerk hire, all of which is illegal, and should be done by the 
City clerks. 

The salaries paid to employes far exceed the rate of com- 
pensation paid by private individuals in all the above in- 
stances. 

For the particulars from which the above facts are gleaned, 
your Committee would respectfully refer to paper attached, 
marked A.

Memorandum for Committee on Pay Rolls and 

Salaries. 

For a long period prior to 1857 ^^^ Board of Supervisors 
of the County of New York was composed of the Mayor, 
Recorder and Aldermen of the City of New York. The Clerk 
of the Common Council always officiated as Clerk of the Su- 
pervisors also. The Counsel to the Corporation and the 
Comptroller, Chamberlain, Receiver of Taxes, and other 
officers of the Finance Department performed the same du- 
ties in relation to all County matters as they were required 
to perform in relation to the affairs of the Corporation. The 
accounts of the County and of the Corporation were all 
kept in the same books, as representing a common interest. 

Chapter 590 of the Laws of 1857 provided that the Mayor, 
Recorder and Aldermen should no longer be members of 
the Board of Supervisors. But in place of those officials 
said Board should thereafter be composed of twelve Super- 
visors, to be elected upon the general ticket. The same Act 
provided and required (Section 6) that 

" The Finance Department of the Mayor, Aldermen and 
Commonalty of the City of New York, and its officers, 
should have the like powers and perform the like duties, in 
regard to fiscal concerns of the said Board, as they possess 
in regard to the local concerns of the said Mayor, Aldermen 
and Commonalty. All moneys drawn from the Treasury 
by authority of the Board of Supervisors shall be upon 
vouchers for the expenditures thereof, examined and allowed 
by the Auditor and approved by the Comptroller, and no 
such moneys shall be drawn therefrom except on the war- 
rant drawn by the Comptroller and countersigned by the 
Mayor and Clerk of the Board, and no other warrant shall 
be necessary for such purpose. 

*' Sec. 7. No allowance or payment beyond legal claims 
shall ever be allowed by said Board." 

All the provisions of the Act above referred to continued 
to be observed until the year 1859, ^^ December, 1858, 
the then Board of Supervisors passed and entitled an " Or- 
dinance to regulate the Finance Department of the County 
of New York," which created, or sought to create, an addi- 
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tional Bureau in the Finance Department, with a chief 
clerk^ an auditor, a book-keeper, an assistant clerk, and a 
messenger, and provided for keeping the County accounts 
in a set of books entirely separate from those of the Corpo- 
ration. 



Bureau of County Affairs. 

From 1859 down to the present time all of the financial 
business of the County has been transacted in and through 
this so-called " Bureau of County Affairs," and all of the 
County accounts have been kept therein. It is obvious, how- 
ever, that there is no legal authority for said Bureau, or for 
the employment or continuance .of the County Auditors, 
clerks and others now engaged therein. 

The existing law expressly declares that 

" ' All moneys drawn from the Treasury by authority 
of the Board ot Supervisors shall be upon vouchers for the 
expenditure thereof, examined and allowed by the Auditor 
and approved by the Comptroller.* The only ' Auditor' 
known to or authorized by law is the head of the Auditing 
Bureau of the Finance Department, created or continued 
by the latest amended charter, which is herein quoted."

whole of which, it is believed, might be saved to the tax- 
payers. 

The force of clerks now employed in the Auditing Bureau 
of the Corporation as stated below, is believed to be ample 
for the performance of all the duties, which, by section 6 of 
chapter 590 of the laws of 1857, as re-enacted by section 6 
of chapter 190 of the laws of 1870, were devolved upon said 
Bureau. 

It is confidently asserted that there is no legal or practi- 
cal diflficulty in the way of having all of the financial ac- 
counts of the County transferred to and hereafter kept in 
the same books as those which contain the like accounts of 
the Corporation.

The Clerk and Assistant Clerks of the Board 
OF Supervisors. 

By chapter 190 of the Laws of 1870, entitled "An Act in 
relation to the Supervisors of the County of New York, 
and to constitute a new Board therein," passed April 12, 
1870, which took effect July i, 1870, it was enacted as fol- 
lows : 

Section i. The Mayor and the Recorder of the City of 
New York, together with the Aldermen, who shall be 
elected under the provisions of an act entitled " An Act to 
reorganize the local Government of the City of New York, 
passed April 5, 1870, shall, on and after the first Monday 
of July, 1870, compose the Board of Supervisors for the 
County of New York, and each of said officers shall be a 
Supervisor of said County. 

Sec 4. Neither the Mayor, Recorder, nor Aldermen 
shall receive any additional compensation for their respec- 
tive services as Supervisors, or members of the Board of 
Supervisors. 

(By section 9 of chapter 583 of the Laws of 1871, it was 
enacted that, " each member of the Board of Supervisors of 
the County of New York, excepting the Mayor, shall here- 
after receive an annual salary of two thousand dollars. 
This is in addition to the salaries of the same individuals, 
as Aldermen, &c/') 

Sec 5. No money shall be drawn from the Treasury, ex- 
cept the same shall have been previously appropriated to 
the purpose for which it is drawn. 

Sec 6. The Finance Department of the Mayor, Alder- 
men, and Commonalty of the City of New York, shall have 
the like powers, ana perform the like duties in regard to 
the fiscal concerns of the Board of Supervisors constituted 
by this act, as the said Department possesses in regard to 
the concerns of the said Mayor, Aldermen and Commonalty, 
or Corporation of the City of New York. All moneys 
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drawn from the Treasury by authority of the Board of Su- 
pervisors, shall be upon vouchers for the expenditure there- 
of, examined and allowed by the Auditor and approved by 
the Comptroller; and no such moneys shall be drawn there- 
from, except on a warrant drawn by the Comptroller, and 
countersigned by the Mayor and Clerk of the Board, and no 
other warrant shall be necessary for such purpose. 

Sec. 7. No allowance or payment, beyond legal claims, 
shall ever be allowed by the Board. 

Sec. 10. All officers and subordinates of the existing 
Board of Supervisors, which will be superseded by the 
Board constituted by this act, and who may severally be 
holding any office or place under the superseded Board, 
shall continue in their respective offices and places under 
the new Board hereby constituted, subject to removal for 
misconduct. Whenever any vacancy in said transferred 
and continued offices or places shall occur, it shall be tilled 
by the Board of Supervisors hereby constituted. 

It will be seen that the tenth section of the act above 
quoted continued in office " all officers and subordinates of 
the former Board."

The responsibility of longer continuing the salaries of 
public officials at the rate heretofore allowed and paid to 
them, is now by law devolved upon the Board of Appor- 
tionment created by chapter 583 of the laws of 187 1. The 
third section of said act authorizes and requires the said 
Board " to regulate all salaries of officers and employees of 
the City and County Governments." 



Paying the Wages of Laborers Employed on 
THE Public Works. 

During the time the Committee have been engaged in the 
performance of their duties at the new Court House, there 
have frequently been large numbers of laboring men con- 
gregated there to draw their wages from the Chamberlain, 
and on inquiry it is found that the large force of pipemen 
and other laborers, numbering from 2,500 to 3,000 men now 
employed, are usually paid every fortnight, 

Under existing arrangements these men are paid only at 
the Chamberlain's office, and in going there for that pur- 
pose and drawing their money, a half day is occupied, in- 
volving a loss to the City of from $2,500 to 3,500 for each 
day, or $5,000 to $7,000 per month. 

Inasmuch as the amended charter of the City now in 
•force (article 5, section 33), makes it the duty of the Finance 
Department to " prescribe the manner in which all salaries 
shall be drawn, and the mode by which all creditors, offi- 
cers and employees of the Corporation shall be paid," it 
would seem to be the duty of the Comptroller, without 
delay, to devise some means of paying the laborers, upon or 
near their work, thereby avoiding the serious loss which is 
sustained under the present system.

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ADDITIONAL REPORT OF SUB-COMMITTEE 
ON ARMORIES AND DRILL ROOMS. 

To the Joint Committee of Supervisors^ Alderman and Citizens : 

Gentlemen — ^Your Special Committee appointed to examine 
and report upon the expenditures of the County Government 
for the Armories and Drill Rooms, in their report, previously 
submitted, ^ stated that your Committee considered the rents 
paid for armories in many cases as very excessive. That they 
held the subject under invest^ation by an expert, and woidd 
report in detail within a short time. 

In pursuance of this determination, your Committee here- 
with submit a supplementary repoi-t upon the subject indicated. 

The tabular statement annexed exhibits the valuations of 
the rentals, and side by side the amount paid in each case for 
the premises by the city. 

These estimated valuations of rentals were made by the 
experts on the market value of the properties. In order, how- 
ever, to avoid any possible risk of under estimates, your Com- 
mittee have in most cases added from 50 to lOO per cent, to 
the amounts of these estimates of rentals as given by the ex- 
perts. 

In justice to the present Board of Supervisors, your Com- 
mittee deem it proper to state that of the amounts previouslyt 
reported by us for repairs on Armories, as having been ap- 
proved by the Supervisor's Boards, during the years 1869, 
1870 and 1871, but $56,709 90 have been passed upon by the 
present Board.

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ADDITIONAL REPORT OF ASSOCIATED 
COMMITTEE OF CITIZENS. 

The Joint Investigating Committee of Supervisors, Al- 
dermen and Associated Citizens. 

Supervisors' Rooms, New Court House ) 
New York, October, 1871. j 

To the Chairman of Joint Investigating Committee : 

Previous to the last meeting of the Joint Committee, which 
was held on the 9th inst., the labors of the Associated Com- 
mittee of Citizens were directed exclusively to the investi- 
gation of certain accounts of expenditures. Since that time, 
while awaiting the action of the Board of Supervisors upon 
the request made to them by the Joint Committee for addi- 
tional power, the Committee of Citizens have continued 
their inquiries in the same direction, and have also given 
some attention to other branches of the general subject 
committed to them. 

On examining the balance sheet of the general ledger of the 
Corporation, submitted at the last meeting, * the attention 
of the Committee was arrested by the very large amount 
of assessments, taxes, rents and interest, apparently due to 
the Corporation, as shown by the debit balances of the fol- 
lowing accounts, viz. : 

Street Improvement Fund $4,398,040 76 

Interest on assessments 290,378 44 

Fire Department Adjustment Fund 521,952 87 

General Fund 2,088,416 55

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The results of the inquiries which your Committee have 
been able to make in relation to the above accounts may be 
briefly stated as follows : 

Street Improvement Fund. 

The balance due upon this account is composed chiefly of 
advances made to contractors, and other payments during 
the past five or more years upon a great number of street 
improvements of various kinds, which have been wholly or in 
part completed, the cost of which is, or ought to be reim- 
bursed to the treasury by assessments upon property in the 
neighborhood of, and supposed to be benefited by such im- 
provements. Included in said amount of $4,398,040 76, there 
is a considerable sum for " preliminary surveys," &c., upon 
works which were never executed, and for which, of course, 
no assessments can be levied. 

There are also some cases in which, by reason of errors 
and irregularities in the proceedings of the Common 
Council respecting them, it is supposed that no assessments 
can be made, the collection of which can be enforced. 
But there is a large amount which undoubtedly can and 
should be closed up by assessments to be levied by the 
Board of Assessors upon statements and authority to be fur- 
nished to said Board by the Commissioner of Public Works. 

In all cases where the work remains unfinished beyond 
the time stipulated for its performance, the contracts should 
be declared forfeited and new contracts made, resort being 
had to the securities of the original contractor to make good 
any loss from advanced prices allowed to new contractors. 
In all cases where State legislation may be necessary to 
cure errors in the proceedings, to enable the Corporation 
to recover advances made in good faith for the execution of 
works petitioned for and designed for the benefit of local 
property owners — such legislation should be applied for 
without the loss of a single session. The recent successes of 
our City officials, some of whom are also members of the 
Legislature, in procuring the passage of various laws affect- 
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ing local interests, show how readily all necessary enact- 
ments can be obtained for the general benefit of our people. 

Interest on Assessments. 

The balance of $290,378 44 due from this account, the 
Committee find, is composed of an excess of payments made 
during the past two and a half years for interest on assess- 
ment fund bonds, and street improvement fund bonds, inclu- 
ding also various amounts refunded upon invalid sales for 
non-payment of assessments, beyond the receipts for inter- 
est on assessments collected by the Collector of Assess- 
ments and the Clerk of Arrears, and for interest on advances 
made to contractors. The only legitimate means of pro- 
viding for this deficiency is to raise the amount by taxation. 

The Committee feel it to be their duty to express the 
most emphatic and unqualified disapprobation of all trans- 
actions of this character. While the laws relating to the 
issues of Assessment fund bonds, and Street Improvement 
Fund bonds, are believed to authorize the application of the 
inteiest collected from assessments to the payment of inter- 
est on such loans, there is no legal warrant for making pay- 
ments for that or any other purpose, without a balance suf- 
ficient to pay the same has previously been provided to the 
credit of the proper account in the Chamberlain's, as well as 
the Comptroller's books. In respect to this account of " In- 
terest on Assessments" the monthly balance sheets of the 
general ledger, for more than two years past, show that it 
has all the while been overdrawn, as follows, viz. :

The Committee are unable to ascertain that any measures 
are in progress for reimbursing this large deficiency, except 
by the future collections of interest on assessments ; which

at the annual rates heretofore, will require several years to 
make up the amount. 

The Committee are informed that it is proposed to pro- 
vide for the next interest payments on the ** Assessment Fund 
Bonds" and "Street Improvement Fund Bonds," to be made 
on Nov. I prox., by an application of tax means provided 
this year by the two per cent. Act, and they are clearly of 
the opinion that the advances made for the last previous 
payments of interest on such bonds on May i, 1871, should 
be provided from the same source. 

Fire Department Adjustment Fund. 

The $521,952 87 due from this account represents the 
amounts paid to certain suburban firemen, in 1869 and 
1870, the money for which purpose was raised by issues of 
Fire Department stock, authorized by Section 7 of Chapter 
876, passed May 12, 1869, and Section 7 of Chapter 383, 
passed April 26, 1870. Of that stock there was issued as 
follows :

;The Committee are informed that for the able services 
rendered to the firemen of the suburban districts, in procur- 
ing the passage of the laws making provisions for auditing 
and paying their " claims" and collecting the money from 
the Corporation, the Hon. Mr. Fields, who was a member 
of the Legislature from the City at the time, was allowed 
by them the very liberal fee of fifty per cent., which would 
amount to something over a quarter million of dollars. 

The Fire Department stock bears interest at six per cent, 
per anunm, the principal being redeemable in 1899, and 
both being required to be provided for by taxation. 

General Fund. 

The balance of over two millions apparently due from 
this fund consists of an excess of appropriations from it 
made in the year 1870. The only legitimate means of 
making gocd the deficiency is by raising the amount by 
tax. 

The obvious intention of the Legislature has been to limit 
and restrict appropriations and expenditures for all City 
and County purposes (other than those provided for by 
loans), to the amount of means annually provided by the 
Tax Levy, but this very plain and obviously proper require- 
ment of numerous laws passed within the last few years 
appears to have been overlooked, if not wholly disregarded. 

A. S. Cady, Clerk of Arrears. 

The large balance of $6,600,879 66, apparently due on 
this account, consists of arrears of taxes on real estate, Cro- 
ton water rents and assessments, which have been sent to 
the Bureau of Arrears from the Receiver of Taxes and the 
Collector of Assessments, as provided by law. The Com- 
mittee are informed that a sale is now being advertised of 
the unpaid taxes and water rents for the years 1866, 1867 
and 1868 ; also, that it is the intention of the Finance De- 
partment to hold a sale for unpaid assessments, of which 
there is a large amount, as soon as the same can be prepared. 
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The Committee are of the opinion that such sales for unpaid 
taxes and assessments should always be held upon the expi- 
ration at the time prescribed by law, which affords ample 
time for the voluntary payment of such dues to the Corpo- 
ration. 

H. Starkweather, Collector of Assessments. 

This account represents the amount of uncollected as- 
sessments confirmed and placed in course of collection 
within the last year. Upon the expiration of one year after 
such assessments have been confirmed they are sent to the 
Bureau of Arrears, when they become subject to an increased 
rate of interest by way of penalty for delaying payment. 

The compensation allowed to the Collector and Deputy 
Collector of Assessments being at the rate of two and one- 
half per cent, on collections, render those offices dispropor- 
tionately lucrative, and the Committee are of the opinion 
that there should be a reasonable limit fixed to the max- 
imum amount of such compensation per annum. 

Thomas Dunlap, Collector of City Revenue. 

The balance due from this account, viz., $517,746 19, con- 
sists of rents of various kinds, and interest which has 
accrued during several years past. 

According to the balance sheet of the ledger of the Col- 
lector of the City Revenue, dated September 30, 1871, the 
amount then apparently due and uncollected from the Long 
Island Ferry Company, was $270,750, which is found to be 
for the following ferry rents, viz. : 

Peck Slip Ferry, four and one -half years, from Nov. i, 1859, to May i, 

1864, at $21,000 $94,500 

Grand Street Ferry, eleven and three-quarter years, from Nov. I, 1859, to 

August I, 1871, at $15,000 176,250 

Total $270,750 

On referring to the record of ferry leases, pages 

260 and 268, it appears that the leases for both of 

said ferries were granted to Jeremiah V. Meserole, 

Fleming Duncan, Garrit Smith, William R. Painter, 

7 
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John O'Donohue, Francis DuBois and Loftus Wood, each 
for the term of ten years, from May i, 1859, ^^ ^^ annual 
rent of $21,000 for the Peck Slip Ferry, and $15,000 for the 
Grand Street Ferry. It also appears that Comptroller Haws 
consented that such leases should be assigned to the Long 
Island Ferry Company. In the Comptroller's annual City 
reports for 1867, and each subsequent year, it is stated that 
the above claims are in the hands of the Corporation Coun- 
sel, and that suit had been commenced on them. It will be 
noticed that for some unexplained reason, the annual rent 
of the Peck Slip Ferry was not charged up after the ist of 
May, 1869. On inquiry of the Collector of City Revenue 
as to the cause of the non-collection of this large amount, 
he was understood to reply that the Corporation Counsel 
had been instructed by a resolution of the Commissioners 
of the Sinking Fund to suspend proceedings in relation to 
the same. On referring to the minutes of said Commission- 
ers, the only resolutions found relative to that subject, were 
the following, to wit : 

Extracts from the minutes of the Commissioners of the Sinking 

Fund. 

May 25, 1868, volume 5, page 93. 

The Chamberlain submitted the following resolution, 
which was adopted, viz. : 

Resolved^ — That the subject of collecting the amoants due for rent of wharves, 
piers and slips, or recovering possesion of the same, be referred to the Mayor and 
Comptroller, with authority to employ counsel to act in ccHijunction with the Counsel 
to the Corporation, to enforce, at once, the right of the Commissioners in the prem- 
ises. 

Dec. 17, 1868, volume 5, page 106. 

The Chamberlain submitted the following resolution, 
which, on motion, was adopted, viz. : 

Resolved That the Comptroller be, and he is hereby authorized to adjust, com- 
promise and settle outstanding disputed claims for wharf and pier rents. 

July 19, 1870, volume 5, page 206. 

The following resolution was submitted and, on motion, 
adopted, viz. : 

Resolved^ That all claims for arrearages of ferry rents due the Mayor, AldermcQ 
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and Commonalty of the City of New York be referred to the Mayor, Comptroller and 
City Chamberlain, with power to settle and adjust the same. 

It would seem that the above and all other claims due to 
the Corporation should be closed. 

Upon a cursory survey of matters in the Bureau of City 
Revenue, the attention of the Committee was directed to 
the non-payment by Ex-Alderman Terence Farley of the 
purchase money for the property known as No. 74 Maiden 
Lane, bought by him, at the Corporation sale of real estate, 
held in April, 1867, for the sum of $29,250, of which amount 
he paid ten per cent., and was allowed to enter into posses- 
sion of the property without settling the balance according to 
the terms of sale. The Committee are of the opinion that 
such a transaction is anything but creditable to a man of 
the known wealth and standing of Mr. Farley, or to the city 
officials who have permitted it. The early attention ot Act- 
ing Comptroller Green and of the Corporation Counsel is 
recommended to this matter. It is believed that only a 
small degree of the earnestness and zeal displayed by the 
Finance Department in " adjusting ** and settling the claims 
of the suburban firemen represented by Mr. Fields, involv- 
ing the payment by the City of upwards of half a million of 
dollars, would suftice to effect the adjustment and collection 
of a good portion of the many millions now fairly due to 
the Corporation, as herein stated- 

Assessments Vacated. 

In addition to the sum of $164,301 yj now standing' to 
the debit of this account, it is believed that other consider- 
able sums of like character will yet have to be charged oflF 
to it, the whole of which must be made good by taxation. 
It would seem, however, to be equitable that the uninten- 
tional, or even intentional, errors and irregularities in the 
proceedings which have caused assessments to be set aside 
by the Courts, should be remedied by legislation, in such a 
manner as to relieve the City at large of the expense of im- 
provements initiated and executed almost exclusively for 
the benefit of property-owners in the vicinity of such works. 
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Every assessment vacated by decision of the Courts, of 
course diminishes by just so much the means relied upon to 
redeem the assessment bonds and street improvement bonds 
issued to provide means for defraying the expenses of exe- 
cuting such works, which deficit may be carried along for a 
time by reborrowing, but must, in the end, be supplied 
from the pockets of the tax-payer. 

The Committee are without information to enable them 
to form an opinion as to whether the rights and interests of 
the Corporation have been properly and duly represented 
by the Law Department in the cases of this kind which 
h^ve lately been tried in the Courts resulting in judgments 
against the City. 

The Receiver of Taxes. 

According to the balance sheet of the ledger of the Re- 
ceiver of Taxes, dated Sept. 30, 1871, there were taxes then 
remaining in that bureau uncollected, amounting to $5,953,-

On inquiry, the Committee are informed that with the ex- 
ception of those for the year 1870, all of the above amounts 
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are for taxes on personal estate. Upon the expiration of 
twelve months from the date of the levy, the taxes on real 
estate are sent to the Bureau of Arrears to be ultimately 
closed by a sale of 'the property subject to the liens there- 
for. But there are no similar means provided by law for 
the enforcement of the collection of taxes on personal estate. 
In pursuance of section 6 of chapter 293 of the Laws of 1861, 
there has latterly been included in the Tax Levy of each 
year an amount to provide for the deficiencies in the pro- 
duct thereof, occasioned by insolvencies of persons assessed, 
&c., &c., as follows :

The Committee learn that for some reason not apparent 
to them the usual provisions against deficiencies in the 
product of the tax levy of and for the present year, was 
omitted. 

It would seem that measures should be taken to finally 
close all items of unpaid taxes, certainly within four years at 
farthest from the date of their being levied. 

Of the large amount of such items now apparently due to 
the Municipal Government, the Committee are without re- 
liable information in regard to the efforts made, or which 
should have been made, to collect the same, neither are 
they able to determine the degree of credit which should be 
given to statements made to them that many of such items 
have, in fcict, been collected, although remaining uncredited 
and open upon the books of the Receiver's office. 

This being a subject of very great importance, the Com- 
mittee earnestly recommend the attention of the Finance 
Department to it. 

Claims against the County of New York. 

Before closing this report the Committee feel it to be 
their duty to refer to the requirements of existing laws and 
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ordinances in respect to the presentation and auditing of 
claims against the County, and to state what they have 
found to be the usual practice in regard to those matters : 

• 
Laws and Ordinances Relating to the Payment of 
Money for County Purposes, 

Acts of Legislature of the State of New York. 

Accounts for County charges of every description shall 
be presented to the Board of Supervisors of the County to 
be audited by them. (5 Rev. Stat. I, 904, section 10.) 

Laws 1847, Chapter 420. 

Sec. 2. No account shall be audited by any Board of 
Town Auditors or Supervisors, or Superintendents of the 
poor, for any services or disbursements, unless such account 
shall be made out in items and accompanied with an affida- 
vit attached to, and to be filed with, such account, made by 
the person presenting or claiming the same, that the items 
of such account are correct, and that the disbursements and 
services charged therein have been in fact made and ren- 
dered, or necessary to be made and rendered at that session 
of the Board, and stating that no part thereof has been paid 
or satisfied. And the Chairman of such Board, or either 
of said Superintendents, is hereby authorized to administer 
any oath required under this section. 

Laws of 1857, Chapter 59a 

Sec. 5. No money shall be drawn firom the Treasury, 
except the same shall have been previously appropriated to 
the purpose for which it is drawn, and no expense shall be 
incurred, whether it shall have been ordered by the [Board 
of Supervisors] or not, uiiless an appropriation of money, 
then m the Treasury, sufficient to cover such expense, shall 
have been previously made. 

Sec. 6. The Finance Department of the Mayor, Alder- 
men and Commonalty of the City of New York, and its 
officers, shall have the like powers and perform the like 
duties in regard to the fiscal concerns of said Board, as 
they possess in regard to the local concerns of the said 
Mayor, Aldermen and Commonalty. All moneys drawn 
from the Treasury by authority of the Board of Supervi- 
sors shall be upon vouchers for the expenditure thereof, ex- 
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amined and allowed by the Auditor and approved by tie 
Comptroller; and no such moneys shall be drawn there- 
from, except on the warrant drawn by the Comptroller and 
countersigned by the Mayor and Clerk of the Board, and 
no other warrant shall be necessary for such purpose. 

Sec. 7. No allowance or payment beyond legal claims 
shall ever be allowed by the Board. 

Ordinances of the Board of Supervisors of the County of New 
York, passed Dec. 31, 1858. 

Sec. 6. All bills or claims of the County of New York 
shall be submitted to the Board of Supervisors, in order that 
the same may be examined and acted upon before being 
audited by the Comptroller, or paid by the Treasurer, ex- 
cept where otherwise required by law or ordinance. 

Sec. 7. No moneys shall be paid out of the County 
Treasury unless the same shall have been previously ap- 
propriated. Separate accounts shall be opened with each 
appropriation, and each payment authorized by the Board 
of Supervisors shall be a charge only to the proper appro- 
priation. 

Sec. 8. No payments shall be made for bills incurred by 
any Court or County officer in the purchase of supplies, 
unless requisition, duly specifying the several items, shall 
have been made to the Board 01 Supervisors previous to 
the purchase. 

Notwithstanding the above provisions and requirements 
of law respecting the presentation and auditing of clainr s 
against the County appear to be very explicit and plain, and 
the &ct that an abstract of such provisions is printed upon 
all of the blank forms in use for accounts and pay rolls, it is 
found that some of them are frequently overlooked and dis- 
regarded by the Board of Supervisors as well as by the 
Comptroller. • 

Upon an examination of a large number of claims pre- 
sented to and audited by the Board of Supervisors during 
the last three years, it is found that in many cases, and some 
of them involving large amounts, no affidavits are " attached 
or filed with the account," as required by law, and notwith- 
standing the claims lacked such verification, they were not 
only ** audited and allowed" by the Board (and often with- 
out a previous reference to a Committee to examine them). 
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but also approved by the Mayor, and paid by the Comp- 
troller. 

The statutory prohibition of the allowance or payment be- 
yond legal claims, by the Board, also appears not to have 
been regarded as being of binding .force, instances of snch 
allowances and payments having been made, and sometimes 
for large amounts, being of very frequent occurrence. 

The very proper requirement of section 14 of Chap. 45 5 
of the Laws of 1 847, that the annual report of the Clerk of 
the Board of Supervisors shall state, among other things, 
" whether any accounts were audited or allowed without be- 
ing verified according to law, for any member of the Board 
of Supervisors, or any other person, and if any, how much 
and for what," also appears not to have been complied with 
in any one case for many years past. 

Since the beginning of the year 1859, ^^e requirements of 
section 6, chapter 590, of the Laws of 1857, that : "All mon- 
eys drawn from the Treasury by authority of the Board of 
Suj)ervisors, shall be upon vouchers for the expenditure 
thereof, examined and allowed by the Auditor, and ap- 
proved by the Comptroller," have been wholly ignored, it 
having been assumed that the ordinance of the Board of 
Supervisors of December, 1858, establishing an additional 
bureau, and providing for the appointment of a County 
Auditor, &c., was legal and, in fact, superseded the statute 
above recited. 

In respect to the large amounts every year of arrears for 
various purposes, it would seem that the restriction con- 
tained in section 5 ef chapter 590 of the laws of 1857, to the 
effect that " no expense, shall be incurred whether it shall 
have been ordered by the Board of Supervisors or not, un- 
less an appropriation of money then in the Treasury sufficient 
to cover such expense shall have been previously made/' 
ought to be conclusive as to the liability of the County for 
the payment of such claims. 

But it appears that although the Board, in respect to all 
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claims in excess of the amounts for which appropriations 
have been made, are incapable of contracting any legal lia- 
bility, the Courts are continually rendering judgments 
against the County upon such illegal claims. . 

The Legislature passes laws limiting the number of news- 
papers to advertise notices of various kinds, but the pro- 
prietors disregard such limitation, publish every notice 
they see in the papers duly authorized, and the Supervisors 
thereupon " audit and allow" the bills, or if they do not, 
suits are instituted against the County, which generally 
result in judgments to be paid by the Comptroller. 

Chapter 875 of the Laws of 1869, provides (section i)that: 
"The Mayor and Comptroller shall, from time to time, 
designate six dailies and six weeklies, but no more, in which 
to publish the proceedings and notices relating to County 
affairs." To show how ineffectual this provision is in prevent- 
ing unnecessary expense under the head of " advertising," 
the Committee need only to refer to the single resolution of 
the Board of Supervisors, adopted 19th September, 1870, 
to be found on pages 290 to 3i2, inclusive, of the second 
volume of proceedings of that year, by which there was 
" audited and allowed," bills of seventy newspapers, amount- 
ing to $174,121 25.

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♦FINAL REPORT OF ASSOCIATED COMMITTEE 
OF CITIZENS. 

To the Chairman of the Joint Committee of Supervisors and 
Aldermen appointed to investigate the public accounts of the 
City and County of New York : 

The Committee invited by the Committee of the Board 
of Supervisors and the Board of Aldermen, to " undertake 
an impartial investigation of the City and County accounts," 
would further report that they entered upon their labors 
without any knowledge of the extent of the City and 
County indebtedness, and without definite opinions in re- 
gard to the charges of corruption and fraud alleged against 
those now holding prominent offices. 

In this investigation your Committee have reached the 
following conclusions : 

1. The debt of our city is doubling every two years. 

2. $3,200,000 have been paid for repairs on armories and 
drill-rooms, the actual cost of which was less than $250,000. 

3. Over $11,000,000 have been charged for outlays on an 
unfinished Court House, for which building, completed, an 
honest estimate of real cost would be less than $3,000,000. 

4. Safes, carpets, furniture, cabinet-work, painting, plumb- 
ing, gas and plastering have cost $7,289,466 81, which are 
valued by competent persons, after a careful examination, 
at $624,180 40. 

5. $460,000 have been paid for $48,000 worth of lumber. 

6. The printing, advertising, stationery, &c., of the City 
and County have cost in two years and eight months, 
$7,168,212 23. 

7. A large number of persons are on the pay rolls of the 
City whose services are neither rendered nor required. 

8. Figures upon warrants and vouchers have been fraud-

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ulently altered, and payments have repeatedly been made 
on forged indorsements. 

With these facts before them, your Committee are com- 
pelled to report to you that, in their judgment, frauds and 
robberies of the most infamous character have been com- 
mitted with the connivance and co-operation of some of the 
officials who were appointed to guard the interests of the 
people. 

The condition of the City and County finances ^ as shovon by 
these investigations, has served to destroy all confidence in the 
managemejit of the present City officials. 

While not desiring to arrest the important improvements 
now in progress, your Committee still deem it absolutely 
essential to the credit of the City that expenditures in all 
departments be reduced to the lowest possible limits ; that 
every officer and salaried employe whose services are not 
indispensable be discharged, or requested to resign ; that 
contracts be subjected to the most rigid scrutiny, and all 
expenditures be reduced to an amount clearly within the 
financial ability of the treasury. 

The demands upon the city treasury will necessitate the 
borrowing of large sums of money at an early day. An 
appeal must be made to moneyed institutions and to capi- 
talists. Besides the $20,000,000 due as taxes, $18,000,000 are 
required to meet current expenses and obligations maturing 
on the 15th of next January. After that, $18,000,000 to 
$20,000,000 will be demanded for the first ten months of the 
ensuing year, under the most economical administration of 
the city finances. 

Your Committee regard as futile any attempt to borrow these 
large smns of money while the City is controlled by its present 
management. 

The existing debt of the City is entirely within the ability 
of the people. But if the expenditures and frauds of the 
past two and a half years are to be longer continued, your 
Committee cannot but view with alarm the consequences 
to the credit and prosperity of the city. They are, however, 
of the opinion that the tax-paying citizens and the mo'ney ed 
institutions will cheerfully respond to the full extent of the 
requirements of the Treasury, if confidence in the adminisr 
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tration of the City and County Government can be 
restored. 

Your Committee have accomplished the object of their 
appointment as far as possible, without the additional pow- 
er to send for per sonsand papers.* We had reason to hope 
that the Committee would be invested with this power, but 
that hope has been disappointed. 

Nothing, therefore, remains for us but to submit the re- 
sults of the investigation, which are embodied in our success- 
ive reports. We have endeavored to discharge, with fidel- 
ity, the duty of the trust committed to our charge, and we 
deeply regret the necessity of exposing to public view a 
record of such unexampled and appalling municipal frauds.

The following Communication was not received until 
after the final meeting of the Investigating Committee : 

New York, October 28th, 1871. 
Wm. a. Booth, Esq., 

Chairman Citizens' Committee. 

Dear Sir : 

The enclosed statement was prepared by us and ready 
for delivery to the authorized agent of the Sub-Committee 
on Printing, Stationery, &c., at a late hour on Friday eve- 
ning, the 27th inst., believing that it would be in time to 
reach the Committee prior to their report. From the very 
day that we were requested by the agent of this Committee 
to furnish a statement of our transactions with the County 
of New York, we have devoted every hour that could be 
spared from the demands of current business to a thorough 
and careful investigation of the minute details of these 
transactions. The complications arising from the disastrous 
fire at Chicago, from which we, like others, were sufterers, 
requiring our undivided attention to daily business, prevent- 
ed us from rendering such statement as we desired, earlier 
than the date above mentioned. As we stated from the 
first, our books and accounts have been at all times open to 
inspection to any person or persons properly authorized to 
examine them. The subjoined statement shows the total 
amount of goods furnished by us, and for which bills were 
rendered during the years 1868, 1869 and 1870. The diffi- 
culty of procuring settlements, and the large amount then 
due us, compelled us in February, 1870, to refuse further 
orders. At the urgent solicitation of parties having orders 
on us, we did fill, as will be seen by statement referred to, 
orders to the amount of seventeen hundred and fifty ^^^ 
($1,750 50) dollars, which sum is yet justly due us from the 
County. The warrants purporting to have been paid us 
having been submitted to the member of our firm who at- 
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tended this branch of our business, he is convinced both 
from the large excess of amounts and the peculiar manner 
of the indorsements, that a number of these are forgeries ; 
as in the settlement of our accounts no warrants were col- 
lected by us, payments being made in cash to our partner, 
who was compelled by E. A. Woodward to indorse the 
warrants without even seeing their face, he believing at 
the time that the interest which should have been justly 
paid to us, was included in the warrants and appropriated by 
him. We trust that this statement may be incorporated in 
the report of the Sub-Committee on Printing, Stationery, 
&c., as an act of simple justice to ourselves, as it would 
have been in their possession prior to their offii^ial report, 
had there been no extraordinary pressure on our time from 
causes above mentioned :

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Prior to the year 1869, it was the invariable practice of snccessive Comptrollers 
to publbh Annual Reports exhibiting not only the Receipts and Expenditures of 
the City and County Govemments, but full particulars of all Loans negotiated, 
paid off and outstanding. 

For some reason, which has never been satisfactorily explained, no such Reports 
for the year 1869 had been published when the Investigating Committee was 
appointed. Upon entering on their duties in September 1871, and calling for the 
Annual Reports of the Comptroller, the Committee were furnished with copies of 
such Reports for the year 1869, also with the very meagre extracts from the like 
Reports for 1870, which accompanied the Annual Message of the Mayor in June, 
1871. But the Reports for 1870 as published did not contain the usual tables of 
City and County Stocks and Bonds herein given.

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In view of the fact that the revenues of the General Fund of the Corporation 
for the year 1870, proved to be insufficient by the sum of $2,608,649 41 to pay 
the unppecedentedly large amount of appropriations made from or charged to 
that Fund in said year, it has been doubted, whether the income of that Fund, in 
1871. would yield the sum of $2,000,000 towards paying appropriations made 
this year over and aboye the deficiency in 1870. The following statements exhibit 
the operations of that Fund in former years :

Judging from the above exhibit of the operations of the General Fund of the 
Corporation, I can see no good reason for supposing that the revenue in IS^l 
will be sufficient to more than make good the deficiency in that Fund at the end 
of last year, as contemplated by the above programme of the Board of Apportion* 
ment. 
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The accompanying tabular statements show the yarions purposes for which 
the Appropriations and Expenditures in 1871, as above stated, were made, and 
the amount for each of said purposes, respectively, also the balances unexpended 
and remaining to the credit of each appropriation or account, on Saturday, Sep- 
tember 16, 1871. Accounts of the expenditures in detail, showing the names of 
all persons in whose favor Warrants were drawn, and the amount of each, are 
now being transcribed from the Comptroller's Books as rapidly as is practicable, 
while the use of the books can be had for only a part of the time.* 

The Receipts and Expenditures, on what are termed " Special and Trust" Ac- 
counts of the Corporation and County, comprising those pertaining to the cost of 
Public Works, Ac, which are provided for by special loans upon City and 
County Bonds, and those relating to the Improvements of Streets, Avenues, <&c., 
the means for which are provided by assessments levied upon the property 
deemed benefited thereby, have not yet been ascertained, but unless the work 
is interrupted, we hope to obtain those particulars in the course of another week.

IN COMMITTEE. 

Septembeb 12^ 1871. 

At the request of Mr. Booth, Mr. Eichard A. Storrs, Depntj 
Comptroller, was called before the Comiuittee, and was ex- 
amined by Mr. Booth, as to the organization, details, and 
working of the Finance Department and it^ Bureaus^ as 
follows : 

Qaestion. — ^Mr. Storrs, the Committee desire to obtain some informaticm to guide 
them in their work, and, from what they have been told, they suppose yon can tell 
them what they now want to ascertain. Are you connected with the Finance 
Department? 

Answer. — I am, 

Q. How long haye you been connected with that department, and in what office 
or bureau haye you been engaged ? 

A. I haye been connected with this department since the latter part of the 
year 1857 ; I was Clerk up to the year 1864, and at that time was appointed Deputy 
Comptroller. 

Q. When and by whom were you appointed to your present portion of Deputy 
Comptroller ? 

A. By Comptroller Brennan, in 1864. 

Q. Who was your immediate predecessor in that c^ce and when did he yacate 
it? 

A. Mr. William £. Warren; he yaoated it at the time I took posseaeioay in the 
Spring of 1864. 

Q. Then you have held the office eyer since it was yacated by Mr. Warren ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. We are informed that the general charge and direction of the accounts and 
details . of the finance Department including, as well those of the Corporation 
and the Sinking Funds as of the County, belongs to you. — Is that the fact ? 

A. The Buperyision of the accounts is in my charge. 
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Q. YoQ are thoroughly acquainted with the books in use, and with the general 
'outine and methodii of conducling the business, not only in the Comptroller's 
Office, but in each of the seyeral bureaus of the Department, are you not ? 

A. I am. 

Q. When and in what manner is the Comptroller first informed of the deposits 
□lade from day to day with the City Chamberlain, or County Treasurer, on 
public account ? 

A. He is informed duly by receipts being deposited in the office from the 
Chamberlain. 

Q. Then the Chamberhun is required to furnish duplicate receipts for all da- 
poeits made with him ? 

A. He is so required. 

Q. How often do the Collectors of City and County reyenues pay over their re- 
ceipts to the Chamberlain ? 

A Daily, In most cases ; in some instances k weekly return is made — ^but gene- 
rally daily. y 

Q. Are the times of making Such deposits fixed by law, or simply by order of 
the Comptroller? 

A The Comptroller regulates that ; there may be laws or ordinances in some 
cases as regards* the weekly returns, though he regulates it himself. 

Q. In what way are the payments of the Corporation made ? 

A. By warrants signed by the Comptroller upon the City Chamberlain or the 
County Treasurer. ' 

Q. By whom are such warrants required to be signed ? 

A Previous to the New Charter it required the Mayor, the Comptroller, 
and the Clerk of the Common Council ; now it requires only the signatures of the 
Mayor and the Comptroller — as regai-ds the City accounts ; but as regards the 
County accounts it needs the signatures of the Mayor, the Comptroller and the 
Clerk of the Board of Supervisors. 

Q. Then each warrant requires two signatares for City accounts, and three sig- 
natures for County accounts ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. How many Sinking Funds are there belonging to the Corporation and the 
County, and for what purposes, respectively, were they created ? 

A. There are two Sinking Funds of the City ; the Sinking Fund for the re- 
demption of the City debt, and the Sinking Fund for the payment of interest on 
the City Debt 

Q Who are the trustees or managers of those funds ? 

A The Commissioners of the Sinking Funds ; composed of the Mayor, Comp- 
troller, City Chamberlain, Recorder, Chairman of the Finance Committee of the 
Board of Aldermen, and the Chairman of the Finance Committee of the Board of 
Assistant Aldermen. 

Q. Then there are six members of the Commission, are there ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Can you tell us how many members of that Commission constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business ? 

A. Four comprise a quorum, but the Comptroller must always be one of them, 

Q. Then no business can be legally transacted at the meetings without the 
Comptroller is present ? 
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A, No, sir. 

Q. Are fall minutes kept of the proceedings of the Commissioners ? If so, lij 
whom? 

A. There are ; they are kept by the Clerk of the Commissioners, Mr. IMkeDus 

Q. Is that Mr. Dikeman also the Stock and Bond Clerk, or is there another per 
son of that name ? 

A. He is : there is no other person of that name in the Department. 

Q. By whom are the warrants drawn npon the Chamberlain payable Irom tlM 
Sinking Funds, or either of them, required to be signed ? 

A. By a majority of the Commis^oners— by four ; and the ComptrdDer mnil 
always be one. 

Q. In the absence or inabality of the Comptroller does the Deputy CooiptroIIei 
eyer sign warrants upon the Chamberlain for payments to be made ? 

A. The Deputy Comptroller haa had no power to sign warrants unless ^at 
power has been gpranted him in the passage of the Act last winter, and it is es- 
pecially to be designated when and what to sign. I do not think there was anj 
other power given him to sign. 

Q. You stated that the receipts are taken and sent to the Comptroller for the 
deposits made from day to day with the Chamberlain ; may I enquire what en- 
tries of such deposits, if any, are made in the Comptroller's books ? 

A. The Chamberlain, weekly, renders a statement to the Comptroller of aH re- 
ceipts daring the week, as well as all payments made during the week ; these 
receipts are compared with the vouchers that haye been filed with the Comptroller; 
and it is the duty of the general book-keeper to make complete and full entries of 
all those relating to the City in the general books of the Corporation, and of tbt 
County book-keeper to make the like entries in the County books in respect to the 
County accounts. 

Q. In case of nes^lect or omission to send one of the Chamberlain's receipts to 
the Comptroller, how long before it would be discoyered in the Comptroller's office? 

A. It would appear upon the Chamberlain's next weekly account current. 

Q. Then the Chamberlain renders to the Comptroller weekly accounts-current, 
does he ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. How many such accounts, if more than one, does he render each week, and 
what do they contain respectively ? 

A. Three ; the City, County and the Commissioners of the Sinking Fund ; they 
contain, as I have before stated, a liill account of all the receipts during the week, 
and of all the warrants that haye been paid ; these he sends to the Comptroller, 
together with the canceled warrants. 

Q. Are the warrants always or generally drawn payable to order, so as to re- 
quire the endorsement of the parties to whom they are given bef<»re payment, or 
are they payable to bearer ? 

A, They are always payable to order. 

Q. What disposition is made of those weekly accounts of the Chamberlain, and 
of the canceled warrants accompanying them ? 

A. After the necessary entries are made in the books of the City and County, 
they are carefully liled away in the Department. 
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Q. I have here what purports to be a copy of the Annual City Report of Comp- 
trtiUer Haws for the year 1860, in which I find, commencing on page 115, a dbtailed 
description of the books kept by the Chamberlain, and of the reports and accounts 
then required to be made and rendered by that Officer. Will yon look at this, and 
state to the Committee whether similar account books are now kept, and similar 
reports and accounts are now furnished to the Comptroller as those described 
therein ? 

A. Yes, sir ; precisely similar. 

Q. I believe you stated that these weekly accounts current of the Chamberlain 
and County Treasurer are filed in the Comptroller's Office. Will you oblige the 
Committee by producing for our inspection here now, the accounts for last week, 
or the latest received ? 

A. Yes, sir ; I here produce a weekly account current from the Commissioners 
of the Sinking Fund, ending August 81, 1871. 

Q. What was the cash balance to the credit of the Sinking Fund for the re- 
demption of the City Debt upon said August 31, 18*71 ? 

A. $396,2'70 41, 

Q. And upon August 19th — ^the conmiencement of the account, what was the 
balance ? 

A. $807,101 66. 

Q. Also the Sinking Fund for the payment of Interest upon said date ? 

A. August 81st., $766,012 61. 

Q. And upon the commencement of this account, what was the balance ? 

A. 1743,987 87. 

Q. What was the CSty account on August 31st ? 

A. $4,193,088 64; being an overdraft. 

Q. And upon the commencement of this account, it was what ? 

A. $3,044,318 46. 

Q. And the County account of the same date, August 31st, was what? 

A. $4,948,965 22— credit balance. 

Q. And upon the commencement of this account-current ? 

A. It was $8,711,849 33. 

Q. Then the aggregate amount of unemployed money on hand upon those dates 
would just balance those accounts current ? 

A. It would. 

Q. How do these balances correspond with those of previous weeks, or with 
the average amounts on hand — what is the average ? 

A. As near as I can form an estimate I should say about two millions of dollars, 
weekly, during the year is the general average. 

Q. Do you know whether it was ever the practice of the present Comptroller or 
any of his predecessors in office to make weekly reports to the Common Council of 
the balances of money in the City and County Treasury ? 

A. It was formerly the practice, but not now. 

Q. When was that abolished — ^under Comptroller Brennan's administration ? 

A. I do not remember. 

Q. Can you state the reason why that practice was discontinued ? 

A. No, no particular reason ; it gradually fell into disuse. 
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Q. Inotlceitisttatedatthefootof pallia of the Report for I860, beforer 
ferred to, that tlie aoeonnts oarreat of the ChMnberUin are required to be aoooi 
panied by the original vouchers (meaniog the OomptroUer^t warrants) with d 
straott thereof, for all disbursements charged therein. I read fnrcher : ''Sepan 
" abstracts must be rendered of Touchers chargeable to each appropriatioo, iz 
** every abstract must be endorsed in such manner as to indicate the title of tl 
" appropriation or account to which its several vouchers are chargoAble." O 
you inform the Committee, Mr. Storrs, what disposition is made of those " abstrac 
of vouchers,** after they are duly examined and checked off in the Ck>mptroUa 
Office? 

A. They are filed in the Comptroller's Office. 

Q. Are the Comptroller's warrants on the Chamberlain regularly numben 
consecutively, or otherwise ? 

A. They are regularly numbered consecutively. 

Q. Then the abstracts spoken of show the numbers as well as the amoontsc 
the several warrants embraced in them ; do they not ? 

A. They do. 

Q. By whom are the warrants drawn and prepare^ for dgnature ? 

A. They are prepared in the Auditing Bureau. 

Q. What account is first taken of the warrants after they are duly executed 
and ready to be paid out ? 

A. They are properly entered in the *' Register of Warrants ** kept in the Comp 
troUers Office 

Q. If I rightly understand the matter, the expenditures of the City and Comit] 
Governments, respectively, are represented in the account books kept in the Comp 
troUer's office by many different accounts, the titles of such accounts being u 
tended to express or indicate the object or purpose for which the expenditure 
charged to them respectively were made. Am I right ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. In what way is the Chamberlain informed as to the proper accounts in h 
books to be charged with the warrants drawn upon and psid by him from day u 
day? 

A. Each warrant bears an endorsement on the end of it^ showing the appropri 
ation or account to be charged by the Chamberlain. 

* Q. Are separate warrants always drawn for payments to be made from o 
chargeable against appropriations for different purposes ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Did the City Charter, or other State Laws in force prior to the year 186S 
require that appropriations should be made by local municipal authority for ev&\ 
branch and object of City and County expenditure? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. By what officials were such appropriations required to be made? 

A. By the Common Council on the part of the City, and by the Board of Supff 
visors on the part of the County. 

Q. Under the existing laws are appropriations still required to be made be£d 
expenses can be lawfully incurred and warrants drawn for payments ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. By what officials are such appropriations made now ? 
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A. By the Board of Apportionment. 

Q. Is there any legal limit as to the amount which may be appropriated for C^ty 
and Oonnty purposes, at any one time or for any special period ? 

A. The law creating the Board of Apportionment, limits the expenses of the 
City Goyemment to two per cent. (2 per cent.) on the valuation and the additional 
amount paid as State tax. 

Q. Is there any legal limit to that appropriation, only what the two per cent, 
on a certain sum would be ? 

A. No, sir. 

Q. Is there any one set of books kept in any office or bureau of the Corporation 
which contains the general accounts, and exhibits a oomprehensiTe and general 
yiewof the financial condition of the Corporation from time to time ? If so. what 
is the name by which such books are commonly called, and where and by whom 
are they kept ? 

A. There is; the "General Ledger" and the "Journal'' accompanying same^ 
which are kept by the general book keeper. 

Q. Does the General Ledger contain all the accounts of appropriations and ex* 
penditures as well as of the moneys borrowed and paid ofif, or are the details of 
such accounts, or some of them, kept in auxiliary, or side4>ooks ? 

A. Yes, sir ; some are kept in side-books, but the general accounts are kept in 
the General Ledger. The general appropriations are put into the " Appropriation * 
account in the General Ledger, but the details are kept in side-books called the 
the "Appropriation Lei^ger", and the "Journal to the Appropriation Ledger." 

Q. Does the General Ledger show the amounts and kinds of the Tarious issues 
of City stocks and bonds issued by the Comptroller and Mayor from time to time ? 

A. Yes, sir; it does. 

Q. Are separate accounts opened in that ledger with each different kind of stock 
and bonds issued ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Then the amounts of each and all of the several kinds of stock and bonded 
indebtedness of the Corporation, outstanding from time to time is always shown 
by the proper account kept in the " General Ledger " — is that so ? 

A. Yes, sir ; always. 

Q. What books if any, contain the names of the stock and bond holders, and 
also the number of shares held by them respectively ? 

A. Books that are kept by the Stock and Bond Clerk, called the " Stock 
Ledgers." 

Q. What is the name of the present Stock and Bond Clerk, and how long haa 
he held that office ? 

A. His name is W. H. Dikeman, and he has held the office for thirty odd years. 

Q. Where and by whom are the books kept for the transfer of City and County 
stocks and bonds? 

A. They are kept by Mr. Dikeman in the Comptroller's Office. 

Q. By whom are the accounts of the quarterly or other periodica] interest on 
the City and County Stocks and Bonds made out and prepared for payment? 

A, By Mr. Dikeman. 

Q. How is such interest paid ? 
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A. Through the Chamberlain ; dfvidend books are famished to the Chamber- 
lain, and he pays the amounts to the holders of each kind of stock. Tbt 
Chamberlain is placed in funds to meet these payments, the Comptroller drawing 
his warrants in fayor of the Chamberlain therefor. 

Q. What is the present salary or compensation of the Stock and Bond Clerk for 
all the services rendered by him, and by what authority is the same fixed ? 

A. I think |6,600, for all purposes ; part from the City and part from the Countr. 

Q. How often if ever, are balance sheets or trial balances taken off from tb« 
various ledgers kept in the Finance Department ? 

A. Monthly. 

Q. Are such balance sheets, or any of them recorded or entered anywhere ; L' 
so, which ones, and where are they recorded ? 

A. They are recorded by the general book-keeper in the Comptroller's Offica 

Q. What disposition is made of such of the balance sheets as are not so recorded 
in balance books ? 

A. They are carefully filed in the Comptroller's Office, 

Q. Who examines claims and bills against the Corporation before they are 
passed for payment ? 

A. The Auditor. 

Q. What is the name of the present Auditor of accounts, and how long has ha 
held that position ? 

A. Wm. A. Herring, appointed by Comptroller Brennan some years ago. 

Q. Who was Mr. Herring's immediate predecessor in that office ? 

A. Dr. E. V. Price. 

Q. Does the Auditor of accounts have anything to do with claims against Uii 
County of New York — If not who does ? 

A. No, sir ; the County Auditor. 

Q. What is the name of the present County Auditor, and how long has he held 
that office? 

A. Stephen C. Lynes, Jr.; appointed in the month of May last. 

Q. Who was Mr. Lynes* immediate predecessor in that office ? 

A. James Watson ; now deceased. 

Q. Are all of the County accounts kept in one ledger ? 

A. Yes, sir ; the General Ledger of the County contains all the County accounts, 

with side-books ; and is labeled " General Ledger ". 

Q. Does the County Auditor have anything to do with claims against the Cor- 
poration'? 

A. No, sir. 

Q, Can you inform the Conmiittee whether the office of County Auditor was 
created, or ever sanctioned by law, or only by ordinance or resolution of the 
Board of Supervisors? 

A. Only by ordinances of the Board of Supervisors. 

Q. By whom is he appointed ? 

A. By the Comptroller. 

Q. Can the Comptroller remove him from office ? 

A. He can. 

Q. What is the present salary ? 

A. |6,000; it was formerly $7,500, but the Board of Apportionment reduced 
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ftll salaries of |5,000 and upward, 20 per cent 

Q. His salary comprii^es the whole of his compensation for services ? 

A. The whole of his compensation. 

Q. In respect to claims against the Corpration, including pay rolls for salaries 
•nd wages of employees, which are presented to the Comptroller for payment, I 
wish to inquire if any account or record of them is made in the Auditing Bureau, 
or in the Comptroller's Office— If so, what is the title of the book in which such 
records are matie ? 

A. In the Auditing Bureau a book is kept for the purpose called the "Audit 
Book". 

Q. Are the bills and pay rolls so audited and approved copied at length in the 
Audit books, or only abstracts of them so entered ? 

A. All pay rolls except for wages of laborers on the public works, are entered at 
length and warrants drawn in favor of each person specified, but bills for materials 
furnished 'are not entered at length, but only a general statement oi abstract of 
their contents. 

Q. After the accounts and pay rolls are examined in the Auditing Bureau, what 
mark, stamp or certificate, if either, is affixed to them, to indicaie that they have 
been examined and a^e correct ? 

A. The Auditor has a stamp with which he certifies that the claims have been 
examined and found to be correct. 

Q. After claims have been audited and certified as you have stated, what is the 
next thing done with them ? 

A. The warrants are then prepared by a clerk, and then presented (attached to 
the bills) to the Comptroller for his signature. 

Q. After the Comptroller has signed the warrants what does he do with them ? 

A. They are returned to the Auditing Bureau, and from there go to the Mayor 
for his counter-signature. 

Q. Do you mean that the accounts and pay rolls, for the payment of which war- 
rants are drawn, are always sent, with the warrants, to the Mayor for his inspection 
before he signs the warrants ? 

A. Yes, sir ; the bills, Ac. are always sent to the Mayor for hia inspection be- 
fore he signs the warrants. 

Q. The accounts are sent with the warrants ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Do you know whether any record is kept in the Mayor's Office of the war- 
rants countersigned by him ? 

A. I am not aware of any record. 

Q. Does it, or does it not, ever happen, that the Mayor returns warrants to the 
Comptroller without his counter-signature on them ? 

A. Yes, sir ; occasionally. 

Q. Is the practice of Mayor Hall in this respect different from that of his pre- 
decessors in office ? 

A. He returns them when he does not approve them. 

Q When the warrants are countersigned by the Mayor, what is next done with 
them? 

A. They are presented to the Clerk of the Common Council for his counter- 
signature. 
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Q. The bills and pay rolls are alao sent to liim with the warranto, the sames 
to the Comptroller and the Mayor, are they not ? 

A. Tes, sir. 

Q. Can you recall any instance of the Clerk of the Common Council refoaiiigti 
affix his counter-signature to a warrant? 

A. I think there are some instances in which he did refuse. 

Q. After the warrants are signed by the Cl«rk of the Common Council wl^i 
then done with the papers ? 

A. They are returned to the office of the Comptroller to be numbered and ei 
tered on the " Warrant Register" in the usual form. 

Q. Tour answers to the above questions in respect to the signature of warranfa 
by the Clerk of the Common Council, relate to the practice before the passage oi 
the amended Charter in 1870, do they not ? 

A. Yes, sir; since then the signature of the Clerk of the Common Conndll 
not required upon the warrants. 

Q. When are the entries made in the audit books — before or after the warnou 
are executed for the payment of the bills, etc.? 

A. After the warrants are executed. 

Q. Where and by whom are the warrants delivered to the parties entitled ta 
them? 

A. By the auditor, or his assistants. 

Q. Is it the practice to take receipts for all payments made by such warrant 
on the Chamberlain, or otherwise ? 

A. Such is the practice. 
. Q. Are warrants ever delivered without receipts being taken for them ? 

A. No. sir. 

Q. How are such receipts taken; in books, or upon the bills and pay-rolls? 

A. Upon the bills and upon the pay-rolls. 

Q. These receipted bills and pay-rolls constitute what are known and understood 
as the ''Vouchers** for all disbursements by the Comptroller, Do they not? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. What receipts are taken for the payment of loans upon city Bonds and 
Stocks? 

A. The Bonds and Stock certificates are receipted. 

Q. What disposition is made of the Touchers other than for the redemption d 
Stocks and Bonds ? 

A. They are carefully filed away in the Auditing Bureau. 

Q. Are they, or any of them, kept securely under lock and key, or can access t< 
them be readily obtained at any time by persons desiring to inspect them ? 

A. It is the rule to have them under lock and key. 

Q. Are the vouchers filed and endorsed in a uniform way, being folded of th« 
same width, or otherwise ? 

A. All in the same way as nearly as possible. 

Q. What other accounts, if any, are kept in the Auditing Bureau, of claisu 
audited and paid, besides those contained in the "Audit Books'* ? 

A. Yes there are books called " Record of Vouchers for disbursements." Separata 
books are kept for disbursements for the support of the City Government distin- 
guished by the letter ''A,** other books for disbursements on what are called Tnut 
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nd special accounts, wMch are distinguished by the letter " B." 

Q. Are there books called ' Records of Voachers'', kept in the County Bureau? 

A. There is a book called the Record of Vouchers which shows the number and 
Ate of the warrant, to whom paid, for what purpose, and the amount. 

Q. In what respect do those Record Books differ from the Audit Books already 
escribed t 

A. The Audit books are similar to day-books or journals. The Record books, so 
Ailed, are more like ledgers. In the former, entries are made from day to day as 
laims are audited and warrants are drawn for them. In the Record books the 
ixpenditures are classified, being posted from the audit books to the different 
ippropriations or accounts chargeable with the amounts. 

Q. The accounts in the '' Records of Disbursement** and " Records oi Vouchers ** 
3ooks must or should correspond in amounts with the same accounts in the 
Appropriation Ledgers, and other Boolcs, kept in the Comptroller's office. Is that 

10? 

A. They should so oorrespond. 

Q. Are the vouchers filed in the order of their warrant numbers, or of the re- 
!ord numbers endorsed on them, corresponding with the numbers opposite their 
imounts in the ''Record of Disbursements'*? 

A. They are filed in accordance with the warrant numbers in the Auditing 
Bureau. In the County Bureau, in accordance with the record numbert. 

Q. Are the vouchers kept in boxes or in pigeon hole cases ? 

A. In j'igeon holes. 

Q. Are the parcels labeled in any way — ^If so, how ? 

A. Tes, sir ; they are labeled in accordance with the practice— with the title of 
bhe account to which they are charged and the years they belong to. 

Q. If I rightly understand you, it would seem that the original bills and vouchers 
Tor disbursements on each and every account of expenditure can very readily be 
produced at any time ? 

A. Yes, except as to those which have recently disappeared ! 

Q. Are the bills presented for payment always required to be made out in items, 
and accompanied by affidavits as to their correctness, or otherwise ? 

A. They are usually made out in items, but are not always accompanied by an 
affidavit The requirements of law in respect to bills for county expenditure, are 
different from those against the Corporation. In respect to the latter they must be 
made out in such a manner as to be satisfactory to the Auditor of Accounts, and 
approved by the Comptroller. 

Q. What account, if any, is taken oi claims prescinted which are rejected and 
disallowed ? 

A. There is no uniform rule ; sometimes they are left in the office, and at other 
times are withdrawn. 

Q. Is the fact of such presentation and disallowance noted in the Audit books 
or elswher^, with the reasons therefor ? 

A I Imow of no particular account or register anywhere in the office, of such 
claims. 

Q. I now wish to inquire where the Vouchers for payments on account of the 
two Sinking Funds are kept ? 

A They are kept by the Clerk of the Commissioners, Mr. Dikeman ; 
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Q. What is the present salary or amoant of Fees allowed to Mr. Dikeman fori 
services, and by what authority is the same fixed. 

A. He has no fees besids his salary, which was regulated by the ComptroQi 
under the Charter of 1870, which authorixed him to regnlate the salaries of t 
employees in hin Deparmeot. 

Q. What disposition is made of the snrrenderd Certificates for City and Coiu 
stocks which haye been redeemed and cancelled ? 

A. They are cancelled, and filed in the ofiloe of the Stock Clerk, beiog put bt 
boxes, which are deposited in cases. 

Q. Where are the Stock Certificate Books kept f 

A. In Mr. Dikeman's Bureau. 

Q What disposition is made of the Reyenue and other City and County Bon 
which have been redeemed and cancelled ? 

A. They are filed in the same way. 

Q. I think you stated that the warrants issued for payments (including those f 
the redemption of City and County Stocks and Bunds, of course) are alwi; 
drawn payable to order ; did you not ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Then besides the endorsements upon the warrants given for their redem 
tion, which warrants, after payment are returned and filed in the Comptrollei 
office, the parties always receipt the surrendered stock Certificates and Bonds, ( 
they not ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. I think you stated that none of the County accounts are entered upon tl 
Books of the Corporation, is that ^ ? 

A. Yen, sir. 

Q. If 1 rightly understand the matter the County General Ledger kept in tl 
County Bureau contains accounts of all moneys received and of appropriations in:u 
for County purposes, and of the expenditures for County purposes, also of the loai 
made upon County Stocks and Bonds ; am I right about thb ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. The amounts of each of the different kinds of County Stocks and Bodi 
outstanding from time to time are always shown by the County Ledger, are thej 

A. Always. 

Q. Are the books kept by the Chamberlain acting as County Treasurer and i 
respect to County affairs, quite separate and distinct from those kept by him t 
City Chamberlain of the affairs of the Corporation ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. Then the financial affairs of the Corporation which are subject to the Lfgi 
lative control of the Common Council and Mayor, are throughout, kept entirfl 
distinct from those of the County under the Legislative control of the Board i 
Supervisors and Mayor ; are they not ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q, The general method and routine pursued by the County auditor in th 
County Bureau in examining and auditing claims against the County, prepariu: 
signing and registering warrants for their payment, and in delivering and takin 
receipts for them, is similar to that pursued in the Auditing Bureau of the Corpora 
tion, in respect to claims against the City; is it not ? 

A. Yes, sir. 
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Q. The County vouchers including the canceled warrants are filed in the County 
Bureau, are they not ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. The accounts audited and paid are entered in the County audit Books and in 
the Records of County Vouchers, are they not ? 

A. Yes, sir. 

Q. When was the general system of accounts and method of conducting the 
financial business of the Corporation and County as described in the Comptroller's 
Annual Reports for 1860, and now in use, introduced and adopted, and who was 
Comptroller at that time ? 

A. In 1869, Mr. Haws was then Comptroller. 

Q Who was the author of that system ? 

A. Mr. Wm. E. Warren, the then Deputy Comptroller. 

Q. For how long a period did Mr. Warren hold that office ? 

A. From January Ist, 1859, to the Spring of 1864. 

Q, Do you know what business, if any, . Mr. Warren is engaged in now ? and 
where ? 

A. I believe he is now doing business as a public Accountant in this City.
